The statement of 
claim alleged that between June and Oc’ober, 
1901, 375,000 shares were converted into share 
warrants to bearer and issued to the share- 
holders in the plaintiff company, and the re- 
maining 624,995 shares were issued for consid 
erations other than cash, and such shares, or 
proceeds thereof, had, the statement of claim 
alleged, gone into the pockets of the promoters 
of the defendant company,’ The working cap- 
ital of £100,c00-had been raised by the issue 
of debentures, No board of the company in 
China had been appointed, aud the manage: 
ment ofthe property had been solely in the 
hands of the English board, I'he plaintiff com: 
pany had been allowed no power or voice in 
such management Although general.meetings 
of the company had been held, no notice had 
‘been given to the shareholders of the plaintiff 
Seen who held share warrants to bedrer in 
the defendant company, and the latter comp- 
-any and it directors declined to recognise the 
memorandum as having any force or effect, or 
to abide by its provisions. The plaintiffs con: 
tended that the memorandum was binding at 
law and in equity on the defendants, including 
the defendant company. If it was not so bind-, 
ing, the plaintiffs contended that the indenture 
of transter of even date was obtained by fraud:
